A THE PROMISE OF OUR PRESERVATION. 


-. We find itin the Old Testament 
-~ benediction, ‘““The Lord bless thee 
--and keep thee;” we find it again and 
“again in the psalms and prophets, 
“The Lord is thy Keeper, the Lord 
.. . Shall preserve thy soul, He shall pre- 
serve thy going out and thy coming 
“in from this time forth and even for 
evermore.” Even to poor vacillating 
Jacoh He swears ‘I am with thee 
wid will keep thee in all places whith- 


take them out of the world but that 
Thou shouldest keep them from the 
evil.” Andso Peter declaresthat weare 
“kept by the power of God through 
faith unto salvation.” Paul tells us of 
the*‘ peace of God that passeth all un- 
derstanding that will keep our hearts 
and minds, (as with a garrison,) 
through Christ Jesus.” And Jude 
dedicates his epistle to those “‘ who 
are sanctified by God the Father,and 
preserved in Christ Jesus,” and closes 
with a doxology to Him who is ‘‘able 
to keep us from stumbling and to pre- 
sent us faultless before the throne of 
His glory with exceeding joy.” The 
great Apostle opens his last epis- 
tle with the triumphant confession, 
‘TY know whom I have helieved and 
am persauded that He is able to keep 


‘that which I have committed to Him 


against that day,” and closes if with 
the yet bolder declaration “the Lord 
‘shall deliver me from every évil work 
and shall preserve me unto His heav- 
enly kingdom.” Such then are some 
of the promises of God’s preserving 
grace. 


Il. THE PROVISION MADE FOR OUR 

| PRESERVATION, 

\. Itis made in the atonement of 
Christ, “for by one offering” we are 
told, ““He has perfected forever all 
them that are sanctified.” The death 


who died, yea rather that is risen 
again, who is even at the right hand 
of God who also maketh intercession 
for us.” And then comes the shout, 
‘* Who shall separate us from the 
love of Christ ?”’ 

3. The blood of Christ secures our 
preservation. For John declares, 
“aif we walk in the hght as He is in 
the lixht we have fellowship one 
with the other and the blood of Jesus 
Christ, God’s Son, cleanseth us from 
all sin.” The old ordinance of the 
red heifer in the 19th of Numbers, is 
a beautiful type of Christ’s cleansing 
power. The ashes were preserved 
and mixed with water and used as a 
water of separation, sprinkied upon 
the unclean, and separating from de- 
filement which had been contracted 
after the cleansing. It did not refer 
to the original cleansing but to the 
taint which came from the touch of 
the dead. And so we, though wholly 
separated from evil and dedicated to 
God are constantly coming into con- 
tact with evil and incurring defile- 
ment from the elements which sur- 


round us on every hand and need 
constantly, like the washing of the 


disciples’ feet, or the bathing every 
morning of the flower-cup in the 
cystal dew-drop, a fresh application 
of His blood. Jf you ask what this 
blood means, the answer perhaps is a 
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«.))double one. First, it is the fresh 
-: application of His atoning sacrifice 
*. py faith. But more, it is an appro- 
~< priation of His life to our being, for 
=. “the blood is the life.” So the blood 
‘of Jesus is His risen and Divine life 
.: imparted to us by the inbreathing of 
~ the Holy Spirit and the absorbing 
-)° “power of a living faith. His pure 
+. sJife filling us expels all evil and con- 
<-"tinually renews and refreshes our 
"entire being, keeping us ever clean 
_.-* and pure, even as the fresh oil in the 
lamp maintains the flame, or as the 
“.srunning stream washes and keeps 
-<:the pebble pure which lies at the

1. Let us expect to be pre- 
served. If we go out  antici- 
pating failure we shall have it, or at 
least we shall never know certainly 
but that the next temptation we 
meet is the one in which we are to 
fall, and as the chain is never stronger 
than its weakest link, we shall be 
sure to fall. It is the prestige of an 
army that secures its victory, it is 
the quickening assurance that it has 
never been defeated that carries it 
irresistibly against the foe. 

2. Let us also expect to be tempted. 

ost persons, after a step of faith are 
looking for sunny skies and unruffled 
seas, and when they meet a storm 
and tempest they are filled with 
astonishment and perplexity. But 
this is just what we must expect to 
meet if we have received anything of 
the Lord. The best token of His 
presence is the adversary’s defiance 
and the more real our blessing, the 
more certainly will it be challenged. 
It is a good thing to go out looking 
for the worst and if it comes we are 
not surprised; while if our path be 
smooth and our way be unopposed, 
it is allthe more delightful, because 
it comes as a glad surprise. But let 
us quite understand what we mean 
by temptation. You, especially, who 


have stepped out with the assurance © 
that you have died to self and sin, 


may be greatly amazed to find your- 
self assailed with a tempest of 
thoughts and feelings that seem to 
come wholly from within and you 
will be impelled to say, ‘‘Why, I 
thought I was dead, but I seem to be 
alive.” This, beloved, is the time to 
remember that temptation has power 
to penetrate our inmost being with 
thoughts and feelings that seem to 
be our own, but are reglly the insti- 
gations of the evil oneyX ““We wrestle 
with principalities and powers,” that 
is to say they twine themselves 


Ft schiea us as wrestlers do about the 


limbs of their opponents, until they 
seem to be a part of ourselves. This 
is the essence of temptation and we 
are almost constrained to conclude 
that the evil is within ourselves and 
that we are not cleansed and sancti- 
fied as we had believed. Do not 
wonder if you are assailed with 
temptation that comes to you in the 
most subtle forms,the most insinuat- 
ing feelings, the most plausible in- 
sinuations, andapparently through 
your inmost being and nature. 
Remember that temptation is 
not sin unless it be accompanied with 
the consent of your will. There may 
seem to be even the inclination and 
yet the real choice of your spirit is 
fixed immoveably against it, and 
God regards it simply as a solicita- 
tion and credits you with an obedi- 
ence all the more pleasing to Him, 
because the temptation wasso strong. 
We little know how evil can find ac- 


cess toa pure nature and seem to in- 


corporate itself with our thoughts 
and feelings, while at the same time 
we resist and overcome it, and re- 
main as pure as the sea-fow! that 
emerges from the water without a 
single drop remaining upon its bur- 
nished wing, or as the harp string, 
which may be struck by a rude and 
clumsy hand and gives forth a dis- 
cordant sound, not from any defect 
of the harp but because of the hand 
that touches it. Let but the Master’s 
hand play upon it andit is a fountain 
of melody and a chord of exquisite 
delight. KNow the truth is that these 
inner thoughts and suggestions of 
evil do not spring from our own 
spirit at allif truly sanctified, but are 
the voices of the temper, and we must 
learn to discriminate, between his 
suggestions and our choices, and de- 
clare ‘‘I do not accept ; I do not 
consent : I am not responsible ;. I 
will not sin ; I reckon myself still 
dead indeed unto sin and alive unto 
God through Jesus Christ. 


There is a most beautiful incident 
related in the annals of the early 
Church, by Mrs Jamieson, a holy 
maiden in Antioch who exceedingly 
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-beautiful became the object of the 
. sinful passion of a heathen noble- 
“man. Unable to win her affection, 
- he employed a magician to throw 
“over her a fatal spelland win her in 
> the toils ofhis snare. The magician 


~~. became enamored of the fair girl 


himself and sold himself to the devil 
“on condition that he should give 
‘him power to captivate her with 
“unholy passion. And so he began 
to apply all his arts and throw 


- over her mind the fascinating spell 
S, 2 of his own imaginations. 


Suddenly 
_ the poor girl found herself, like a 
charmed bird, possessed by feelings 
- ‘and apparently by passions to which 
“she had always beena stranger Her 
pure heart was horcified by constant 
: visions from which her whole being 
‘recoiled and yet it seemed to her 
‘that she must herself be polluted and 


© ‘degraded ; and she began tv lose all 


- hope and to stand on the verge of a 
~ despair which was impelling her to 
' throw herself away in hopeless 
“abandonment to the power which 
_ possessed her. In this condition 
of mind she went tosee her bishop, 
‘and it is recorded, the good man, 
_-with quick discernment, immediately 
pointed out to her that these in- 





«)...: fluences and feelings were not from 
cher own heartat all but spells from 


“the will of another, and that their 
~jonly power consisted in her fears 
- and her recognition of them as her 


- “own, and if she would stand firm in 
<..her will, refusing in the name of the 
< -<<Lord to acknowledge them as her 

_ thoughts, and disdaining either to 


-* fear them or for a moment to con- 


* -sent to them, their power would be 


- wholly broken. Unutterably com- 
~ forted by this wise counsel, she 1e- 
turned to her home and set her face, 
-in the strength of Christ, against 
these allurements of evil, and im- 

‘Mediately she found them broken, 


and soon after the magician himself 


_. became conscious that his power 
., wasended, came to herin deep con- 


_... trition, confessing his sin and asking 


her forgiveness and her prayers, and 
it is said afterwards yielded himself 
to the Lord, convicted by the triumph 
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of the grace of Christ through a 
pure and trusting will. This little 
incident tells the whole story. Let 
us never reckon any temptation to 
be our own sin, but stand steadfast 
in our purpose and God will give us 
the victory. 

4. Let us therefore continually 
reckon ourselves tu be dead indeed 
unto sin, detach our spirit from every 
evil thing that touches it, tell the 
devil that these are his children, not 
ours that he lays at our doors, refuse 


to acknowledge any relationship with — 


them, keep the hatches down when 
the billows sweep the deck, and sail 
on not fearing the worst as long as 
they do not get into the hold of our 


little vessel ; and as we reckon, Christ 


will reckon, and make the reckoning 
true for us. 

5. Butabove all our reckonings re- 
specting ourselves let us reckon Christ 
to be in us and recognize Him as the 
indwelling Life and Keeper of our 
spirit, soul and body. It is a great 
principle that where we recognize 
God, there God will meet us. Recog- 
nize Him in the heavens, He will 
meet us in the heavens; recognize 
Him by our side and He will speak to 
us from beside us; recognize Him 
in our inmost heart and He will 
meet us there. Let us meet Him as 
an abiding presence. Let us trust 
Him asa faithful Keeper. Let us set 
the Lord always before us and say 
with the Psalmist ‘‘Because He is at 
my right hand therefore I shall not 
be moved.” 

6. If we would be preserved blam2- 
less let us abide in the love of Christ. 
Let us persuade ourselve that He loves 
us infinitely and perfectly, and that 
He delights in us continually, and is 
wholly committed to us to carry us 
through and fulfill in us all the good 
pleasure of His will. Letusnot think 
that we must wring from Him, by 
hard constraint and persuasion, the 
blessings which our faith compels, 
but that He has set His heart on our 
highest good and that He is working 
out for us in His loving purpose, all 
that we canreceive of blessing. Lying 
like John in His bosom, let us each 


reckon ourselves to be the disciple 
whom Jesus loved, and like Enoch, 


let usclaim by faith the testimony ae 
that we please God, and looking tp. -: 


with confidence we shall find His re- 
sponsive smile and benediction. The 
true secret of pleasing God is to trust 
Him, to believe in His love to us, to 
be artless children and to count our- 
selves beloved of God. 
7. If we would be preserved blame- 
less, let us remember that God’s will 
for us is not a hard and impossible 
task but a reasonable, practicable and 
gentle standard, and that He is not 
continually frowning upon us because 
we cannot reach some astonishing 
height or imitate some prodigy of 
martyrdom and service, but He ex- 
pects of usa simple faithful life in 
the quiet sphere which He has as- 
signed to us; and that we are truly 
blameless in His sight when we are 
following, moment by moment, His 
perfect will in life’s duties as they 
meet us. He adapts the standard of 
duty according to our circumstances 
and ability. The parent expects less 
of the lisping child than the teacher 
does of the older student or the em- 
ployer does of the full-grown man. 
God knows our strength and capacity, 
and His will is adapted to our growth 
and His ‘‘yoke is eas’ and His burden 
light.” Therefore let us net reprove 
ourselves because we have not yet 
reached some ideal that by-and-by we 
shall have attained to. Are we meet- 
ing His will to-day and saying ‘‘ye3” 
to His claims as the moments pass? 
Then indeed we are blameless in His 
sight. At the same time, tet us not 
allow this comfort to allure us toa 
falseextreme. If, on the other hand, 
God is pressing us forward by His 
Spirit to higher reaches, let us not be 
content with less, for we shall not be 
blameless unless we press forward, 
that we may apprehend all for which 
we are apprehended of Christ Jesus. 
With many of us, God is not finding 
fault for actual disobedience perhaps, 
but for shortcoming and a too easy 
content with past attainments. The 
great question is, Are we obedient to 


the voice of His Spirit as He calls us 
onward, step by step?

thoughts and not feel ourselves at 


liberty to drift into the current of all 
the imaginations that are ever ready 


to sweep through the brain and the 
idle wordsin which evenChristian peo- 
ple are always ready to involve us. If 
you are walking closely with God and 
watching for His voice you will be 
quickly conscious of a constraint, a 
weight upon your mind, a repression 
upon your heart, a deep tender sense 
of God’s anxiety for His child, the 
mother calling her little ‘birdlings to 
her soft wing from the plact of peril. 
Truly ‘‘He that keepeth his mouth 
keepeth his soul.” These outward 
gates are places of danger und the path 
of safety is a hidden one. 

12. If we would be preserved blame- 
less we must not live by long in- 
tervals, but by the breath and by 
the moment. Each instant must be 
dedicated and presented to God, a 
ceaseless sacrifice, and each breath 
be poured into His bosom and re- 
ceived back from His being. 

13. If we would be preserved blame- 
less we must learn to recover in- 
stantly from failure by frank con- 
fession and prompt faith and re- 
committal. It is possible to catch 
ourselves before we have really fall- 
en, and God does notcount ita fall 
if we do not yield toit. Unseen hands 
are ever near to bear us up even when 
we dash our foot against a stone: the 
remedy is found even before the 
the danger has become effectual. 
There is provision for every failure 
in the blessed promise, ‘‘If we con- 
fess our sins Heis faithful and just 
to forgive us our sins and to cleanse 
us from all unrighteous”. There is 
something higher and better than 
this, viz., the grace that is able to 
keep us from stumbling, and check 
us even before the fallis accomplish- 
ed. So heis willing to keepus even 
as the apple of the eye,reminded of the 
danger before it has become fatal, and 
instinctively closing the eye- lids 
against its intrusion. 

14. Finally let us remember that the 
whole spirit, soul and body must be 
trained to abidein Christ. The life He 
gives us is not a self-contained endow- 
ment but alink of dependence, and ev- 
ery part of our being must continually 
draw its replenishment and nurture 





from our living Head, and thus be pre- 
served blameless unto the Coming of 
our Lorp Jesus Curist. - 
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THREE words express to my mind 
the meaning of holiness. 

1, It is ‘“‘ wholeness.” It is the 
whole of God for me and the whole of 
me for God. Itis entireness of sur- 
render, and completeness of union 
and fellowship with Him in His ful- 
ness. Has this been our holiness? 
Shall we take Him in His fulness for 
our being in all its three-fold com- 
pleteness, in spirit soul and body ? 

2. Holiness is character. It is not 
filling first, but righteousness. There 
is peace and joy in the Holy Ghost un- 
doubtedly but there is first righteous- 
ness and then peace and joy. This is 
a time in which weneed to emphasize - 
the righteousness. Some of my 
friends are very fond of sending me 
cuttings from the newspapers referr- 
ing with keen and often false ridicule 
to some professor of holiness who hae 
been inconsistent with his own 
claims. Of course we know the coun- 
terfeit is no argument against the 
genuine coin but evidence of its value, 
yet none the less does it impress the 
world and especially the weak Christ- 
ian who is seeking some sedative for | 
his own awakened conscience, and so 
it becomes us to see that our life is 
marked by integrity, purity and right- 
eousness. 

3. Holinessis unselfishness, This is 
Christ’s highest conception of conse- 
cration. In Him there was no sin to 
be corrected, yet He said, ‘Father, I 
consecrate myself that they also may 
be consecrated by the truth.” This 
surely means His dedication to others, 
a life of noble unselfishness. It isa 
far higher thing to give up self than 
to give upsin. If wehave the spirit 
of the Master our lives will be spent 
for others and for Him. So ‘‘may God 
sanctify us wholly and preserve us 
blameless until the coming of the 
Lord Jesus Christ.” Amen, 
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God promised Abraham that He 


-: would give Canaan to him and to his 

. geed, and Abraham believed Him. 
_. Then God said, Gen.:xv: 18, ‘‘ Ihave 
“given it to thee and tothy seed.” In 
_ the covenant,God’s part was to prom- 


ise, and Abraham took Him at His 


' sword to make His promise good. 


Abraham’s part was simply to believe 


“» and to go on calling what God had 
“given, his own.

He simply was willing to let God have 
His way. And when God said He 
would go before them as a consuming

" imies are great in the land and we be 
- not able to overcome them.” So we 
“are not able to overcome our foes, the 


sins of our nature and the opposition 
around us. But there is a higher 
ground and Joshua had found it. 
Looking only to God and not to the 
foes, the land was easily taken. 
When we get where Joshua was the 
land is ours. 

Deut. ix: 23, shows how. the chil- 
dren of Israel turned back from the 
land at Kadesh Barnea. Many a 
Christian is in darkness today be- 


cause they, too, have come up to' 


Kadesh Barnea, have viewed the land 
and have turned back because they 
could not believe the word of the 
Lord. He hath said: ‘‘Go up and pos- 
sess the land which] have given you.” 
But they want their feelings to testify 
as: well as the Word. He says: “I 
have given it to you.” Then it is mine 
because He says so and not because I 
feel so. Beloved, take the word of 
God and stand upon it. no matter 
what men may say, or your feelings 
either. 

In Josh. ii: 9, Rahab said” “Tj know 
the Lord hath given you the land,and 
therefore she harbored the spies and 
sent them back in safety, beeause she 
accepted the testimony that the Lord 
had given in her heart. She knew the

If 
Jesus calls it bread I can afford to eat 
it, especially when that bread is the 
flesh and blood of the Lord Jesus 
Christ.

Well,” said he, ‘‘I did exactly as 
- you told me but if you will leave the 
‘watch to me and allow me to fix it 


according to my own thorough know- 
ledge of its difficulties,I will deliver it 
to you in perfect order, and guarantee 
its going correctly.” I had the good 
sense to take his advice and the result 
was a perfect watch. ‘This is just the 
way God desires to deal with us. Uf 
we ask Him He will forgive us our 
sins and deliver us out of some of our 
evil deeds, but if we fully trust Him, 
He will fully deliver us according to 
His way and not ours, according to 
His infinite wisdom and our needs and 
His resources. The secret cause of 
the trouble is some unwillingness on 
our part. 

A minister in the West once con- 
fessed to me ‘‘I have argued against 
sanctification because I myself really 
did not want it.” How much trouble 
people will take to obtain deliverance 
for their bodies from some blemish. 
What painful operations of surgery 
we have known persons to go through 
in order to be saved from «& life-long 
scar or deformity. I knew a little boy 
whose face was blackened by a sudden 
explosion of powder, and a physician 
told his mother that it w.uld be a 
deformity for life unless he would 
submit to an operation involving the 


_. greatest pain, and requiring that every 
“ “grain be extracted, grain by grain, 
~The mother with many tears told her 
_. boy what it would cost him and then 

‘asked him if he were willing to make 


for 


the sacrifice in order that he might be 
saved from a life-long blemish, Look- 
ing sweetly up into her face, he said, 
‘“Mamma, for your sake, and thatmy 
face may please you, I will be w'lling 
to suffer all the pain.” Oh, should not 
God’s children be willing to suffer 
some pain that their face might be 
purified and preserved in the likeness 
of their Father? 

Our consecration must be very real. 
It will not do to give God anything 
and everything and not give Him our- 
selves. Itis just here that the crisis 
is past in every soul. I knew an old 
farmer once who began to move from 
his old farm house to a large and 
beautiful mansion that he had just 
finished. .For days and days they 
moved and moved and moved. The 
furniture had gone, the servants had 
gone, the farm utensils had gone, still 
they were living in the old house, 
Finally, he said to his wife, ‘‘ How is 


this that we never seem to get moved 
out of this house?” and the good 
woman turned to him and said, ‘‘John, 
let us go over ourselves.” So they just 
stepped across the field to the new 
house, and sure enough they were 
moved. The point is that we give 


ourselves. Your willis the citadel of 
your soul. When it is once given you 
know it and you never want to do it 
again, fer it has vost you so much that 
you never wish to go through the same 
experience a second time. <A great 
many people have difficulties about 
this act of decisive surrender. The 
matter is really very simple. None 
of us ever fully understand how much 
it means at tne time. We just yield 
ourselyes in the light of all we knuw 
and realize, and count it done, and 
then as God shows us what it means 
we say ‘‘Yes”-to Him, step by step 
and day by day. 

Here is a farmer who has solda 
flock of sheep to his neighbor. He 
has sold the whole flock but in de- 
livering them it may be that some 
have been left out or have lingered 
behind, among the hedges and sheep- 
folds. He will find them to-morrow 
or the next day, but he will not sell 
them to his neighbor again but will 
simply deliver them up according to 
the contract of yesterday. They have 
been sold and have now simply to be 
delivered as fast as they are found. 
So, beloved, you shall find a good 
many lingering and unfinished things 
in the details of life, but if the de- 
cision is complete God accepts it and 


counts it done. Oh, may God heip — 


each one of us under His witnessing 
eye, to close the contract forever and 
enter into His eternal rest. 

Finally, let us not be easily satis- 
fied ; cleansing is only the first and 
least part of sanctification. The 
spirit in all its fulness is God’s rich 
promise for His children. How many 
of us are like the man of whom the 
English curate told his people who 
had suddenly become heir to a great 
estate, and when he went to view it 
he was so little accustomed to the 
grandeur of the inheritance that he 
would go no further than the porter's 
lodge of the gate. ‘‘ This,” he said, 
‘‘is enough forme.” It was a better 
house than he had ever been accus 
tomed to so he just settled down at the 
gate. ‘*‘ Why,” said his friends and 
s@:vants, ‘this is but the entrance to 
a great estate; the mansion is far be- 
yond thie in magnificence, and it is 
all yours.” But the foolish man could 
not be persuaded to go boyond the 
lodge. Oh, beloved, let us move on 
from the gates into allthe fulness of 
our life in Christ and prove all the 
riches of the glory of His inheritance.

In the New Testament we have two 
simple ordinances which teach prac- 
tically the same thing. The ordinance 
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of baptism signifies death to sin and 
the world. It is pertormed once, and 
“only once, as Christ suffered once for 


all. Afterthe ordinance of baptism 
comes the Supper which signifies the 
living Christ. We feed here not once 
but continually. The more Scriptural 
the people, the oftener will they ob- 
serve this simple’ ceremony. ‘‘ As 
often as ye eat this bread, and drink 
this cup, ye do shew the Lord’s death 
till He come.”

life, We sing far too often, ‘‘ Jesus 
keep me near the Cross,” some 
churches are full of the Cross. It is 
on top of the building, and on the in- 
side with the figure of the dying Jesus 
ever before the eyes of the worship- 
per. They have nothing but the Cross 
from beginning to end. What kind of 
a Christian life is there in the Roman 
Catholic communion ? 

Tf the work in this place stands for 
anything, it standsfor life. It says to 
all who come here, ‘‘ Go forward from 
the Cross unto life.” ‘The secret of all 
this movement is the life of Jesus 
Christ. The soul that tarries too long 
around the Cross will never become 
satisfied, and is quite likely to back- 
slide, and to see the first glory of its 
Christian experience fade away. Many 
look back to the time when they came 
up out of the baptismal waters as the 
brightest spot of all their lives, The 
old hymn :— 

“In the cross of Christ I soe 
Towering o’er the wrecks of time,

went to India and lived there in all 
the vileness of that Eastern land asa 
participant in its sin. One day he 
strayed into a mission chapel while 
they were singing his old hymn. He 
went up to the missionary and shook 
his hand, saying, ‘‘I am glad you 
treasure my old hymn. I wrote it 
before [came out here to live.” He 
had gone far back in Christian ex- 
perience, because he had not gone on 
to find the hidden treasure in the life 
of Christ. 

Let us look a little at the life of 
Jesus Christ as spoken of in the text. 
J think we shall find it is, 

1. Spiritual as contrasted with the 
natural life. There is a difference 
between them. The natural life ends 
in death. The spiritual life begins in 
death. Many people think they have 
written the life of the Lord Jesus 
when they have traced Him through 
His humiliation to His death upon the 
cross. They have not doneit. The 
life of Jesus Christ began with His 
resurrection. His birth place was not 
so much the cave in Bethlehem as 
Joseph’s new tomb. In writing or- 
dinary obituaries we say the life ended 
at death. But he who writes the 
career of the Lord Jesus must begin 
at His resurrection and go on from 
that point. ‘Your life in Christ, be- 
loved, must begin in death, not end in 
death. Some think they must really - 
die before they can be sanctified. We 
say that death is the beginning of 
sanctification here on earth. 

2. Tt is an organic life in contradis- 
tinction to a spiritual life. It has a 
material as well as a spiritual side. 
‘When the disciples saw the Lord Jesus 
after His resurrection they supposed 
they had seen a spirit, but He said 
unto them, ‘A spirit hath not flesh 
and bones as ye see me have.”

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“I HAVE often had people saytome, i 


“Tell me what sanctification is and I 
will accept it.” Does the child know 
what growth means? It just takes 
the food that is given to it without a 
question, and it is wrought into its 
life producing an effect of which it is 
not conscious. God hath made Christ 
to be unto us sanctification. When 
we feed upon Him with as little ques- 
tion as does the child upon the food 
provided for it, we shall find, we 
know not how, this wonderful work 
of sanctification accomplished in us. 
It is no use to try to do what sancti- 
fied people do. That is beginning at 
the wrong end of the work. It is 
not to be alife of effort but of simply 
living upon Him. 

I heard of a missionary once who 
went to a heathen people and learned 
enough of their language to give them 
two or three verses of Scripture in it. 
Then he had to go away, and for 
years they had no teacher but the 
Holy Ghost.

All unholiness comes from inbred 
sin. Wemay try to get rid of it by 
putting it under the law but it will 
never succeed. The only way it will 
leave us is by bringing it under the 
power of the Gospel of the Lord 
Jesus Christ. The atoning blood of 
Christ gives power over inbred sin, 
even when the soul is only in a justi- 
fied state. No truly redeemed soul 
need commit sin. We don’t have to 
do it. It is useless to say that we 
don’t want to sin, when the passions 
and appetites and tendencies to evil 
that we have inherited compel it. 
There is a fountain opened for sin 
and uncleanness that can wash them 
all away, every one. God does not 
forgive one sin at a time, but all. 

In order that all sin shall be re- 
moved, its power must first be seen 
and felt. It will not bring guilt upon 
us to see that we have inherited evil 
tendencies in the soul and mind and 
body. But many times these evil] 
things have brought us into trouble, 
and how we have tried to restrain 
them. When the evil temper has 
boiled up inside and threatening to 
boil over, how we have tried to keep 
it down! How we have bit our lips 
until they bled, and yet in spite of 
everything it has flown over and 
brought us into condemnation. Then 
the question has come up, ‘‘ Has not 
God some better provision than that 
for us.” ‘‘When ye were the ser- 


‘vants of sin ye were free from right- 


eousness,” but that is not all of it, 
beloved ! What a fine antithesis 
there is in our text. Now that we 
are the servants of God, we are tobe 
free from sin. Get at the definition 
and see if we know what that thing 
is which God calls sin. You know a 
child may do something injurious or 
hurtful by accident and yet the child 
be not to blame, nor did you blame 


it. A man may intend to shoot a 


deer and shoot his son by mistake, 
and the heart of every good citizen 
in the land will go out in sympathy 
toward him. The jury will acquit 


him because his intention was good 
and notevil. Does not God recog- 
nize distinctions like that! There 
are errors in judgment, and infir- 
mities that are not sin. You cannot 
always draw the line in my conduct 
nor I in yours; but if the heart is 
tender toward Godas it ought to be, 
it will know in a instant if a shadow 
of sin is between Him and you, and 
the blood of Christ can cleanse at 
once from sin. Thisis the work of 
the Holy Ghost, for the blood and 
the spirit are both agents in this 
work. He baptizeth with the Holy 
Ghost and with fire. Oh that search- 
ing flame of God’s Spirit! how it 
penetrates into the deepest recesses 
of the heart, and if there be any sin 
there it will find it out. You will 
not have toshow the Lord where the 
sin is. If a building is set on fire, 
the combustible materiu will be 
found out quickly. So His Spirit finds 


out at once the wrong places and’ 


cleans them out. Don’t wait till you 
see holiness in every part of your 
life then, before you believe it is 
yours. I heard of a gardener once 
who was told to go down a certain 
path and kill a snake lying there, 
Sometime afterwards the man still 
saw the wriggling form of the ser- 
pent and said, ‘‘I thought I told you 
to kill that snake.” The gardener 
answered, ‘‘ Faith, an’ I did, only 
he’s not conscious of it yit.” The 
symptoms are sometimes confusinys. 
The devil is the accuser of the breth- 
ren. He charges you with evil 
thoughts and tells you they came 
right out of your bad heart. But 
God can make our hearts pure and 
holy and fill them with himself, but 
not so full that the devil cannot 
come with his thoughts of evil. We 
are made free from sin, but not free 
from temptation. The idea of many 
people is that their main occupation 
in lifeis to fight their temptations. 
What are temptations? They are 
the progeny of the devil. Some say 
there cannot beatemptation without 
there is an inward response. Christ

Stay behind that shield, no 
matter how much you may hear the 
fiery darts of the wicked one whiz- 
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zing past. Temptations may be 
hurled at you from morning till 
night, but you are safe behind the 
shield. The Lord is your hiding 
place, your fortress and your sure 
defense. If things go on pretty well, 
and you have cause to feel quite com- 
fortable, you may be tempted to peep 
eut and see how the battle goes. But 
the devil never sees your eye out of 
its hiding place without hurling one 
of his fiery darts right in it. Then 
you see things differently from what 
you did before. There is something 
in your eye, that’s the trouble. It 
has been poisoned by one of these 
fiery darts, So your pure heart may 
be corrupted from its simplicity. 
Better stay behind the shield. 

Mistakes are often made by trying 
to discover by your wits those things 
that God reveals only unto babes. 
Remember a sanctified judgment is 
a very different thing from an infal- 
lible mind. Every thought of evil is 
an unwelcome thing, but we may 
make mistakes as dutiful children 
often do.

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‘THEN said thesemen, We shall not 
find any occasion against this Daniel, 
except we find it against him concern- 
ing the law of his God.” Dan. vi: 5. 

That is a blessed testimony to be 
given by the enemies of God’s people, 
who not only do not understand but 
really hate the work of God in His 
children. This testimony was given 
by men who did not think well of Dan- 
iel, and who were plotting his over- 
throw, yet after watching his course 
carefully they were driven to the con- 
clusion that they could find no fault 
in him except in reference to his re- 
ligion, Oh that this might be true of 
every oneofus. Jesus says, ‘Blessed 
are ye when men shall say all manner 
of evilagainst you falsely for my sake.” 
Daniel was one who truly had religion. 
The law of his God was the supreme 
thing in his life. It is not probable 


‘that he would have occupied the place 


he does in the Bible story and in his- 
tory, but for the fact that early in his 
life he had stood firmly for the law of 
his God. He was not to be seduced 
from the teaching of his childhood 
days by the wine and meat of the 
king’s table. All through, he seems 
to have enjoyed religion. Many peo- 
ple have religion who do not enjoy it. 
There is such a thing as enduring re- 
ligion, and not enjoying it. In this 
case it is composed of doctrines, and 
does not centre around the living per- 
son of Christ. 

David’s religion developed itself in 
daily life. He was a man of prayer. 
He prayed three times a day. I have 
known people to hurry through grace 
in the morning and fairly begin to 
break bread before they say amen. 
Daniel’s prayer was of a different sort. 
He must have enjoyed it to go alone 
three times a day to commune with 
God. He went on his knees. He 
settled down to business. His eyes 
were on Him and not under the lash 
of duty. All that is needed for this is 
to fall in love with Jesus.

A 
dumb devil possesses the tongues of 
many people. They don’t know how 
to pray. Prayer is pleading with God, 
telling Him what you want, holding 
communion with Him as friend with 
friend. 


Daniel prayed with his windows open 
toward Jerusalem. You may say 
this was the result of his 
education as a Jew. Well it was 
not a bad bit of education.

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ing house. He knew that God could 
deliver him and he believed He would 
though he did not see how. When 
he got into the den he found an an- 
gel there who introduced him to the 
lions and they were as tame as dogs. 
They did not seem tobe hungry. It 
was tho safest place in all the king- 
dom, for not one of his enemies dared 
go in there after him.

“I believe God honored this faith; for 
though [I was in a bad condition and 
suffering greatly when Dr. Bell first 
called, I was so much improved when 
he called again the next day that he 
_ pronounced me convalescent; and so

I will not expatiate on the details of 
the fearful insanity which revealed it- 
self to all, and the evident possession 
of Satan. It will give a sufficiently 
vivid idea to say that at the height of 
the frenzy, I imagined I was God, the 
righteous and holy Judge of all, and 
cursed my friends and relatives as in- 
corrigible sinners ; then that I was 
Christ the Saviour, and consented to 
suffer and die in their stead. I wept 
for the world, and my heart seemed 
to break and melt in view of sinners, 
The most horrible day in the memory 
of my experience was Thursday, Jan. 
30th, when I suffered untold mental 
and physical horrors, imagining I 
was being flayed alive in the Inquisi- 
tion. Of course J was not left alone 
@ moment for days and nights togeth- 
er, for no one could teil what i might 
attempt to do, and I was needing fre- 
quently to be put back in bed, from 
which I was liable to spring out as the 
notion seized me. My appetite left 
me, or else I could not recugnize the 
physical need of food, for I would not 
take it. Sleep also leff me, and my 
tongue ran on in various ways un- 
ceasingly ; in strange remarks or 
questionr, in profanity, in suatches of 
singing, or in loud shoutings and wild 
sounds which could be heard all over 
the house, and must have annoyed 
the neighbors at times. Withal, I 
could not endure control, and was full 
of strife ; and becoming supernatural- 
ly strong, I grew difficult to manage. 
The agony of those hours is indescrib- 
able, and especially so as to the mo- 
ments when fiends seemed to yell and 
and scream in my ears, pleading with 
me not to damn them, and assuming, 
meanwhile the voices and tenes of my 


dearest friends. All this and much 
more of a similar nature remains in- 


delibly and strangely stamped on my 


memory. 

That the direct cause back of all the 
indirect and associated causes of my 
insanity, was demoniacal possession, 
both those who watched my case, 
and I myself have no question. And 
the character and severity of the symp- 
toms as well as the manner of my de- 
liverance bear us out in this view,as I 
shall now proceed to show. 

T have said that Thursday Jan, 30th, 
was the culmination of my frenzy, for 
on the night of that day, the deliver- 
ance came which broke the Satanic 
power that held me heipless, and as 
it were in fetters of iron. But al- 
though this evident and conscious de- 
liverance was recaived in one night,so 
that my spirit and body were nolonger 
tormented with agony,yet mentaland 
physical disorder was removed only 
gradually, and Iwas so reduced that 
it was not deemed prudent for me to 
leave the house under a month.

For 
though I often witnessed remarkable 
healinys in response to the prayer of 
faith, I was greatly exercised in spirit 
at failure in other cases every now 
and then, when the glory of. God 
seemed to suffer loss through my lack 
of due obedience in persistent faith, 
after which Ihad received assurance 
that recovery would ensue if I clung 


to the shield of faith. And during one 


week, just after a period of such fail- 
ures, closely succeeding one another, 
I became altogether disheartened,and 
thoroughly convinced I was unfitted 
for service among the sick, and could 
honor God more in some other field. 
And my only prayer day after day 
was, ‘‘Lord, place me elsewhere, and 
appoint me another kind of service. 
Require of me less responsibility, tuck 
me away anywhere Thou wilt in some 
insignificant work, only remove me 
from the necessity of this constant 
face-to-face contest with the the ene- 
my, wherein I prove my cowardice 
and faithlessness and dishonor Thee. 
Hand over this arduous service,in the 
result of which Thy glory is so greatly 
concerned, as Satan well knows, to 
sume servant of Thine who is better 
qualified amd on whom Thou canst 
rely.” Such was my prayer for nearly 
one week. One evening towards its 
close, when Iwas quite weary from 


= 





the duties of the day, a request came 


from Brother and Sister Pierson to . 2% 


unite with them in the parlor in pray- 
ing for a lady who was suffering from 
cancer, At first I felt, ‘‘No, no! I can’t 
do that! [am im no condition to exer- 
cise faith for such a case!” But 
on reflecting for a moment that I 
ought not to refuse so plain call of 
duty, I went down. While there, I 
was especially imbued with the spirit 
of prayer, and the presence of God 
was very consciously felt by us all,and 
Brother Pierson was led to continue. 
the supplication. Then there followed 
a feature of my experience which [ 
can never forget,and which is as vivid 
tomy memory as when it occurred. 
For as the prayer began, [ had a 
vision of our Lord standing a little 
way off in the room, clad in a dark 
and shadowy robe, He was looking 
upon me, and these words of ‘silent 
speech” on my inward ear: ‘‘Will you 
let me make you obedient, and you 
remain just as weak as ever, if I will 
manifest Myself unto you?” 

Idid not instantly reply, but felt 
held in wouder as to what these words 
might imply, and as to what such a 
condition and such a reward might 
involve. But reasoning did not help 
me, aud as I knew I must not hold 
the Lord long in waiting, JT ventured 
out in faith, and said, ‘‘Yes,” That 
wasall. He was gone, and I was not 
enlightened, but I knew that I had’ 
met His approval, and could trust 
when I could not trace Him. But as 
time went on, and the trials did not 
lessen, nor the failures altogether 
cease (although with them I received 
a greater degree of spiritual strength 
and comfort to endure than I hadever 
before known,) I more and more 
sought to discover through prayer the 
meaning of the Divine message. But 
the only answer vouchsafed was this 
text,from time to time coming vividly 
to mind, ‘“‘Though He were a son, yet 
learned He obedience by the things 
which he suffered,” and thus i saw 
that the same pathway had been ap- 
pointed to me, since the disciple is 
not above his Master, nor the servant 
above his Lord. And go, thencefor- 
ward, the Lord began to refine and 
exalt my aspirations and prayers, and 
gradually to bring me to ehoose His 
will and way at an increasing cost.

And I was so encour- 
aged by the conviction that ? would 


- --only be honoring my Saviour by asking 
- to be made such an overcomer, that I 


was again about to offer the prayer 
when [I felt my determination daunted 


by a new and fearful suggestion, 
which came to me with a conviction 
of certainty, but whether from the 
Lord or the Enemy I could not de- 
cide. It was at once said to me, “‘if 
you offer that prayer, all hell will be 
on you!” 

Well might I hesitate to pray in the 
face of this condition, whether it was 
a threat or a prophecy ; for I already 
knew by experience so much of 
Satan’s power to afflict ; and what it 
might mean to have “all hell” 
at me, I dreaded to feel, lest it 
should grind my faith to powder. But 
I hesitated only a moment, receiving 
courage and submission, in place ot 
the previous trembling, to say, ‘‘Lord, 
the prize is so great, let it be all hell 
then!” Then I knew, though all was 
peace and quietness for the rest of the 
night, that the die was cast, and that 
I had deliberately entered into a cove- 
nant beyond recall, to accept of far 
more of the manifestation of Satan’s 
malice than I had ever known, and 
possibly the worst that he could exhib- 
it within the limits of the Divine per- 
mission. 

In the morning, before I departed 
for my home, I informed my friend, 
Mr. Morehouse, of my experience in 
the night, as to the prayer and the 
condition. , 

In the above narration can be per- 
ceived, I believe, the true solution of 
the mystery of my terrible experience 


- which so soon succeeded; as to the 


Divine perinission granted to the evil 
one to torment me mentally and physi- 
cally,and as to the Divine impulse that 
led my friend to resort to the measures 
he adopted for my deliverance;thatis, 
his persistent and successful command 
to the evil spirit to depart from me in 
the Name of the Lord. For he has 
since said that what I had told him 
as to my experience at his house the 
previous night, convinced him both 
regarding the Satanic cause of my 
mental and physical extremity, and 
the only available and effectual cure 
for it. 

In this connection, I may mention 
what is tome a confirmation of the 
view here taken in regard to the solu- 
tion of this mysterious experience ; 
that a, week or two before the first 
attack of la grippe, Brother More- 
house and I had spent a night of prayer 





together. And at thatseason we had 
the great lack of the Church at large 
on our hearts, as to the need of a 
more convincing and positive testi-- 
mony before the world in these last 
days ;and we had especially prayed 
for greater gifts of healing to be dis- 
played,and power to cast out demons. 
But neither of us imagined for a mo- 
ment that, alone and together, we 
should first realize the answer to our 
prayer! 

All of the Divine glory as connected 
with my own life, which is to result 
from this low extremity in experience 
to which I descended, and then as- 
cended to health and reason again, ! 
cannot of course yet discern; but I 
know that, like St. Paul, I had the 
-sentence of death in myself, that I 
should not trust in myself, but in God 
who raiseth the dead (II Cor. i: 9), 
And I gratefully realize and aecknuw]- 
edge, moreover, that for the gift of 
renewed life and reason bestowed up- 
on me by the means of many persons 
who helped together in prayer for me, 
thanks have been given by many on 
my behalf. 

It may possibly stumble the faith of 
some that I had not a more instant 
recovery at the very begjnning, before 
the frenzy seized me; so I will state 
that I felt J was held back from ex- 
pectation of an immediate and full 
uplifting from the start,as if the Lord 
had said, ‘Wait on Me! I have many 
things to say, and can glorify Myself 
more by delay.” And now, at least 
two facts are confirmed by my experi- 
ence: That the day is not past. for 
demonical possession, nor the day for 
demons to be cast out through the 
faithof the Church.

“s°: 1, The Alliance has becomeincorpora- 
:. ted underthe name of the International 
Missionary Alliance. The incorpora- 
tion was in obedience to instructions 
' given at the last annual meeting and 
- the change of name was rendered 
necessary by the blessed adjunct of our 
~ constituency of the Canadian friends 
and supporters of the work. The 
statute requires that the incorporation

of any Society shall all be resident 
. ‘within the state in which the corpora- 


tion is located and therefore we have 
not been able to include our 
more distant friends in the formal act 


of incorporation, but the scope and 


range of the Alliance is in no sense 
limited by this being merely a legal 
formality and is designed to be as 
wide as the continent and the world. 
According to the terms of incorpora- 
tion thirteen persons form a Board of 
management, to whom the govern. 
ment of its force are entrusted and 
the office of these persons expires at 
the clore of each year and a new 
election occurs at each annual 
meeting. 

2. The constitutionand By-laws have 
been somewhat modified in accord- 
ance with the requirements of the 
Statute and the terms of incorpora- 
tion and were finally adopted as 
follows:—

ARTICLE I. 


Name. --The name of this Society shall be 
the International Missionary Alliance, 


ARTICLE II. 


objects of this Society are the preaching of 
the Gospel in North America: the promo- 
tion of evangelical, domestic and foreign 
missions, and the training of missionaries 
for such domestic and foreign missionary 
work, 


ARTICLE UL 


OFFICERS.-The officers of the Society shall 
be a President, and not less than seven or 
more than fifteen Vice-Presidents. The 


President shall be elected and shull preside | 


at the annual meetings of the Society, and 
in his absence, one of the Vice-Presidents, 
to be chosen at the annual meeting, shall 
preside. 

The officers of the Board of Managers 
shall be a chairman, Vice-Chairman, Gener- 
al Secretary, Corresponding Secretary and 
Superintendent of Missions, Treasurer, Re- 
cording Secretary and a Financial Secre- 
tary, who shall be eleeted, ey ballot, from 
the Board of Managers. 

The election and sppainumeni of officers 
shall be made at the first meeting of the 
Board after the annual meeting of the Sv- 
ciety. 

.ARTICLE IV. 


BoarD OF MANAGERS.---The Board of 
Managers shall have power to appoint its 
own meeting : to fillany vacancy which may 
occur in its own body; to make By-Laws for 


the management of the affairs of the Society; 
to elect and appoint officers and agents for 
the management of the business of the So- 
ciety, and allow them a suitable compensa- 
tion ; to determine the qualification of mem- 
bers of the Soeiety, and to provide for-an 
annual meeting of the Society. 

A majority of the Board of Managers 
shall constitute a quorum for the transac- 
tion of business, ‘ 


ARTICLE V. 


MEMBERSHIP.---The Society shall be com- 
posed of annual members, life members and 
honorary life members. Any person who is 
a member of any evangelical Christian 
Church may become a member of this So 
ciety by paying annualjy the sum of One 
Dollar, or an evangelical Christian Church 
may appoint a member by the annual con- 
tribution of One Dollar, and an additional 
member for each additional Ten Dollars. 
The payment of Twenty-five Dollars shall be 
requisite to constitutea member for life,and 
such persons shall be honorary members of 
the Society as may, at the annual meetings 
thereof, be elected as such. Any honorary 
membership may be terminated at the 
pleasure of the Society. 


ARTICLE VI.

The work of India is making hope- 
ful progress, Miss Dawlly having 
some time ago established a promis- 
ing little orphanage, and Miss Bates 
having already beceme sufficiently 
familier with the language to talk 
with the women, Thehealth of both 
these missionaries has been gracious- 
ly sustained in that dangerous climate 
and this has also been markedly true 
of our dear missionaries in the yet 
more perilous miasma of Africa. The 
workers in China have been regarded 
up to this time as pioncers in that 
vast country, and have been waiting 
un'il the Alliance was ready to send 
a suitable leader and establish a per- 
manent Mission. Miss Funk has 
been residing in the family ofa mis- 
sionary and has been treated with 
great kindness while learning the 
language. Mrs. Cassidy has also had a 
similar experience in another family. 
Both these relations however, must 
‘come to an end and the Board have 
made arrangements to open a home 
in interior China. Mrs. Cassidy’s 


children will return to America by her. 


own request for education and nurture 
while she continues her work with the 
rest of our missionary party. Two 


‘other missionaries have since followed 


these laborers to China, Miss Ella 
Funk and Miss Anna Moore, both of 
whom have made temporary arrange- 
ments until a permanent home is 
ready and are successfully acquiring 
the language. 

A new mission in Japan has also 
been inaugurated. A generous con- 
tribution of three thousand dollars 
was made for this purpose by a friend 
of the work and already three labor- 
ers have entered upon that most 
promising and interesting field, the 
Rev. Dr. Ludlow and his wite from 
Seattle and our dear young friend 
Miss Helen Kinney from our midst 
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and from our own Training College. 
They have been much encouraged by 
their reception, and Miss Kinney has 
found especial a wonderful door 
thrown open to her and has been per- 
mitted to visit with Mrs. Pearson 
many portions of the interior and 
speak through an interpreter of the 
wonderful grace of God which she has 
so richly experienced, and has also 
been able to translate some of our 
own literature which is being widely 
received and deeply appreciated by 
that eager and earnest people. No 
portion of the mission work to-day is 
more full of encouragement than the 
Sunrise Kingdom at the gates of 
Asia. 

Less directly through the Alliance 
and yet under our auspices is the mis- 
sion which has been opened in the — 
island of Hayti. Mr, Mills and his 
wife have gone to this field in con- 
nection with the Faith Mission of 
Oberlin, one of our auxiliaries, and 
Mr. and Mrs. Langley have been sent 
with them by the Roard of the Alliance 
on the understanding that their workin 
the future shall be under the oversight 
of the Oberlin Society and thisBoard 35 
shall not be held responsible for their ~~ 
support beyond the amount expended * 
for their outfit and passage. They 
have already become located at a 
promising point in that interesting 
island and are looking forward most 
hopefully to the future, having already 


of the population whom they have 
been able to reach either through an 
interpreter or through those people’s 
knowledge of our own language. Not 
directly under the auspices and yet = 
with our full sympathy one of our own 
students, Miss Lucy Dunn has re- %: 
cently left us to inaugurate a new 
mission in Palestine, and by this time 
is near the sacred scenes of Bible 
story where a -home and field of ser- 
vice have been providentially opened 
for her in the little village of Bethany Ut 
in conjunction with an English mis- 
sionary who is ip-fall sympathy with 
our work. Th it will be seen that 
five little bands of pioneers and fif- 
teen persons in all are representing us 
on the high places of the heathen 
world while perhaps an equal number 
sent out by the Faith Missicn in Ohio 
in former years are gathering the riper 
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fruit of their earlier ministry. Surely 
this is much to thank God for as the 
story of three short years or less of 
work. 

7. Funds and finances. ge 

- The contribution of the Lord’s peo- 
ple have kept pace with the ex- 
penses of the work. At the last annual 
meeting it was reported that about 


‘five thousand dollars had been con- 


tributed up to that time for the work 


“of the Alliance, Since then more than 
“eleven thousand dollars have been 


actually paid into the treasury, mak- 


ing a total of over sixteen thousand 


dollars since the beginning of the 


Society. Besides this there are two 


thousand dollars pledged for the 
Japan Mission and yet unpaid, but

work, making a total paid and prom-

measures have been taken to increase 


- the resources of the Alliance and no 
- general system of canvassing has 


been thought best. Most of these 
~~ gifts are freewill offerings by friends 


-and others as prompted by the Holy 
- , Spirit from time to time from all parts 
- of the country. In two cases there 
. -have been large contributions by in- 


dividuals and in one case a consider- 


_. able sum from a powerful local auxil- 


‘iary, but the most of this money has 


“. come from a large number of God’s 
_”. humble children at the prompting of 
‘His love. 


The time has come, how- 
ever, fora more vigorous support of 
‘this important work. Itis necessary 


. that this should be done if we are to 
- continue the work and add more mis- 
__ sionaries, While not pledged to any 


a s salary for those in the field we feel 


sas 
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honorally bound to send them what is 
‘necessary for tkeir support, not more 
than four hundred dollars for each 
one, and the outfit and passage. To do 
“this and to provide for the outfit and 
passage for any considerable number 
of new missionaries would require 
that the present contributors should 
not only continue their offerings but 


that they should be largely increased. 


There could be no expression of our 
gratitude to God for His wonderful 
spiritual blessings to us more pleasing 
to our heavenly Father than that we 


should make the most generous and 


self-sacrificing efforts in our power to 
give effect to His own deepest desire 
for a lost world, its universal evangel- 
ization. ’ 

THE OUTLOOK. 

“We meet in a solemn hour of the 
world’s history. The church at length 
is becoming aroused to the pre-emi- 
nence of this work. The Providence 
of God is opening every land and far 
in advance of embattled hosts. Africa 
is about to be traversed to its centre 
by two great railways, and mystery 
haze been exchanged for light and hope. 
Palestine is evidently preparing for 
some great national movement on the 
part of God’s ancient people. Japan 
is sweeping intoa new age and all 
alive to every new thought and in- 
fluence. Even Colossal China is being 
mapped by the bold faith ot a Hudson 
Tayloc, for an aggressive movement 
which will evangelize every one of its 
400,000,000 in five years. Nearly 4,000 
students are growing into a great mis- 
sionary army, ready to go to the 
foreign field when the church is ready 
to sendthem. One of the most gifted 
ministers of this country has left al- 
most the largest church in America te 
give himself wholly as a Missionary 
Evangelist to the work of arousing 
the churches to thia preat trust and 
responsibility. The beginning of this 
last Decade remind us of the near ap- 
proach of another century. Thesigns 
of Prophecy and Providence all 
ery, ‘‘ Behold the Bridegroom cometh, 
go ye out to meet Him.” It 
is the world’s crisis and the Christian’s 
opportunity. God help us each to 
understand and not to disappoint our 
Master’s thought for us and for the 
world in this momentous generation.

Rev. Mr. Chapell, of Boston, was 
the first speaker. His theme was 
‘**The Training of Missionaries.” The 
following were his principal points: 

1. Missionaries should understand 
what the Gospel is. The fundamental 
idea of the Gospel is not something 
to convert the world. It is the fact 
that the kingdom of God is at hand. 
The Gospel of the kingdom is what 
should be preached to all nations. 
There is another Gospel of the grace 
of God. 


2. Missionaries should have con- 
fidence in the guiding and converting 
power of the Holy Cthost. 

3. Missionaries. should honor the 
government that sends them out. 
Jonah thought the message he was 
sent with was not a good one to carry, 
and he turned aside from it. The in- 
terests of Him who send you will be 
best served by strict obedience in giving 
the word, 


4, Missionaries should have confi- 
dence in the keeping power of God 
while they are in the path of duty. 
Don’t talk too much about the climate 
or adaptation, Many break down on 


‘the mission field because they go there 


with such human views. 

5. Missiovaries should be willing to 
endure hardness as good soldiers of 
the Lord Jesus Christ. 


6. Missionaries should not look for 
their reward in this present time, but 
they should look forward to the coming ~ 
of the Lord as the time of their re- 
ward, 


7. Missionaries should know hew to 
commit all the details of their life to 
God. They should understand the 
age in which they live, and not go out 
expecting to sit down and be comfort- 
able in the mission field.

Though not called 
to this work yet all should bear their 
share of burden in it, and this could 


be done with great power through 
prayer. 

Those called to go need a personal 
experience of a personal Christ. She 
feared there was too much cause for 
a criticism she once heard trom a 
Catholic priest that he had never yet 
seen a Protestant missionary who had 
not gone out with some selfish motive. 
He said he had labored for three years 
among a pcople whose language he 
could not speak, working with his 
own hands for a living. In the even- 
ing he would play the flute and draw 
the people around him, and gradually 
he gained an influence over them. 
Before he left he had baptized 2,000 
into the Romish Church. But what, 
he said, are the Protestants doing? 


There is a real consecration needed 
to hard work in a missionary life, 
They must be able to scrub floors, 
cook food and wash the clothes if 
necessary. Then too they must be 
little object lessons of Christ, with the 
love of Jesus constantly shining out 
through their faces. They must get 
beyond self-seeking, so they will not 
be hurt if their names do not appear 
in the missionary report. It is beauti- 
ful to be brought to an absolute sur- 
render. Then they should not talk 
much of what they are going to do 
when they get to the heathen land. 
God will show in a very beautiful way 


‘just what should be done. Remember 


too that presumption is not faith. If 
they would recommend the Gospel of 
healing they need to keep well bal- 
anced. Then if the question of medi- 
cine comes up it will be no tempta- 
tion. The body that has Jesus reign- 
ing in it will not need quinine. If is 
beautiful to be taught by Him. One 
must be absolutely in love with Jesus 
to be rid of fear of all kinds. 


Miss Carrie Judd, of Buffalo, spoke 
of hearing atwo-year old baby at their 
house crying that afternoon because 
his bigger brother, about eight, was 
going to India as a missionary, but 
told him he could not go.

She said, ‘Oh yes, 
but it ought not to, for it would be 
better for me in the life beyond.” 
Again the prayer went up, “Oh, Lord 
send forth more laborers into thy vine- 
yard.” While iu San Francisco, she 
went through the part called China- 
town, into the haunts of sin and dens 
of opium and again the prayer went 
up to God. On their way home she 
stopped for a while in Mexico, and the 
same prayer was brought out by the 
misery of the people with whom she 
came in contact.

Our services began in public halls 
-and theatres. The special aim was 


: - ‘to preach the Gospel to the neglected 
“masses, and those who had no church 


home. 

The first public services of this 
work were held in Caledonian Hall 
and some fruits of that meeting re-

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main with us to-day. One of the 
earliest halls engaged forour evangel- 
istic meetings was the Academy of 
Music. It may seem strange that so 
poor a flock should have ventured to 
rent a building costing one hundred 
dollars for each service, but God was 
beginning an important work and 
teaching His people to exercise a 
large faith in Him. Steinway Hall 
and Park Theatre were afterwards 
engaged for the remaining services of 
the first wintér,and by the opening of 
spring &@ permanent building was 
leased in the Grand Opera House on 
Eighth Avenue. The expenses of 
these temporary buildings were very 
great, amounting in afew months to 
several thousand doliars. It may be 
asked how were the means supplied ? 
While I had expected considerable 
sums would come in from the Lord’s 
people, with very few exceptions this 
was not the case, One or two encour- 
aging remittances were made in the 
very beginning to show that the Lord’s 
hand was moving, and once again a 
few months later when there was an 
immedlate and desperate need, but 
withthe exception of these, no money 
came from the outside. But every 
time I would ask the Lord tor money 
my Bible would open at the tenth 
chapter of Luke and the thirty fifth 
verse and my eye would fall upon 
these words, ‘*‘ Whatsoever thou 
spendest more, when I come again, I 
will repay thee”. They were .soon 
underscored in my Bible, and so week 
by week, and little by little, the 
scanty store which we had saved in 
former years to purchase a home, 
ebbed away, until at last, by the first 
of May in the following year, the last 
dollar was gone. But instead of 
feeling discouraged my heart seemed 
to leap up to the very heavens, and 
for the first time since the work 
began, | felt that all care about 
finances had left me and it seemed 


_tomeas though I had suddenly be- 


come rich. Truly I had, for having 
ceased to hold anything myself I had 
an absolute claim to all the riches 
of ny Heavenly Father. That very 
week, my little congregation, know- 
ing nothing of the end of our means 
which had carried the work so far, 
came forward and voluntarily insisted 
on my letting them assume hence- 
forth the rental of the hall and the 
current expences of the work, ex- 
clusive of course of my own support 
for which I have always trusted the 
Lord alone and always hope to, From 
that day they have kept their pledge. 
A little congregation of less then 
thirty members, without a single 
wealthy person among them, they 
assumed a lease of two thousand 
dollars a year and other expenses 
amounting to at least as much more, 
and they nobly stood true to their 


obligations ever atterwards. Thus 
the Lord began to repay what I 
had spent for Him and in the seven 
years that have followed, He has put 
back into the work, for the paltry 
three thousand He permitted ime to 
spend. probably a good aeal more 
than three hundred thousuwd, and 
yet I believe will trust His people 
with millions, if we are but true to 


im. 

Soon after this the Lord began to 
put it on our hearts to have a per- 
manent home. Some noble offerings 
were made by the poor of the flock. 
One big-hearted woman brought her 
bank-book wiih the savings of years, 
amounting to more than one thousand 
dollars of hard earned money, and 
placed it in my hands for a new Tab- 
ernacle. An effort was made to pur- 
chase lots and build on KighthAvenue, 
but it proved to be premature and in- 
volved the little flock in expense and 
loss. Our attention was then directed 
to a building on Twenty-third Street, 
formerl} a church, but atthe time 
referred to, a stable and an armory. 
After much prayer we became fully 
impressed that it was the Lord’s will 
that we should secure this for the 
work, Neg»tiations were begun, and 
seemed for the time to be successful, 
but at length suddenly the building 
was leased by the proprietor for fifteen 
years to a theatrical company for 
tifteen thousand dollars a year! Now 
it seemed as if the faith of God’s chil- 
dren was surely denied. ButI shall 
never forget how a good sister, not 
with us now, came to see me that 
morning, her face all beaming with 
triumpb, and made this amazing ex- 
planation. ‘‘}ou know,” she said, 


‘this is God’s way of giving us the™ 


building, for we are too poor to put it 
in repair ourselves and so our Father 
has employed these people to fit it up 
at their own expense and when they 
get through and have it all ready He 
will give it to us, as we have trusted 
Him.” Well, this was just what hap- 
pened. After spending tens of thou- 
sands of dollars on the old building 
and fitting it up for a religious theatre 
to perform the Fassion Play, the mu- 
nicipal authorities refused permission 
for such a public blasphemy, public 
opinion could not be persuaded to tol- 
erate the outrage, the theatrical com- 
pany became bankrupt and within a 
tew months‘of its organization went to 
pieces, were dispossessed by the owner 
without allowing them ‘anything for 
their improvements, and he was glad 
to lease us the building at a little more 
than one-third of what they had agreed 
to pay for it, and al) the improvements 
came to us without a dollar of expense. 

The hand of God was very marked 
in this in many ways. The day after 
we took possession of the building, the 
originator of the impiousscheme to perw 
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-, Considerable pressure, 


-. form the Passion Play was found dead 


-in the river, a suicide,and the costum- 
‘ing establishment of his partner was 
burned the same week! We en- 


.. tered the building with unspeakable 
'. joy and praise, called it the Twenty- 
‘ third St. Tabernacle, and held our first 
_~-ConventIon in it six years ago, with 


overflowing blessing, which many of 
:.those present will no doubt remember. 
For nearly three years we continued 
“our work in this place, and many hun- 
dreds, nay, thousands, were brought 
to Christ, while a still deeper work of 
“spiritual and physical healing was es- 


tablished and extended all over the 


land. At length it became necessary 
for us to take some steps to provide 


-.for the heavy expense which was in- 
_. volved in the rental of six thousand 
dollars a year and taxes which we 


“were carrying. A floating debt of four 


“ thousand dollars had accumulated and 


the trnstees were beginping to feel 
Then it was 
suggested that the officers of the 


- church should meet together and 


officially lay their difficulties before 


, their Lord and ask His special inter- 


- position and deliverance. And so the 


-.. first of our official prayer meetings 
» Was held,and since that time they have 
-~.been regularly continued every month 


and have proved a source of unspeak- 
. able blessing in the entire work of the 
“church. As a deputation of the officers 
-of Christ's kingdom we wait upon our 
: King and lay before Him explicitly the 
needs of his work, and He has always 


~~~~“responded by showing his marked 


providence and care. To show how 
“direct the answer was, J need only 
‘say, that within one month after the 


. first prayer-meeting, the four thou- 


sand dollars were all met and within

soon showed us that it was but a step- 


this Tabernacle. This lecation was 
secured, as combining all the elements 
which our experience had shown us 
we needed for the work. It was cen- 
tral, within the reach of our original 
field, but a few blocks from our last 
church home, and rightin the heart of 
the masses, and on the most crowded 
thoroughfare of the city. There were 
many legal difficulties to be overcome 
in securing a title, but at length 

through innumerable providences, all 
showing the hand of our Father, the 
title was secured. A ee Com- 
mittee was appointed, the leading 
member of which was a practical 
builder himself, and a devoted mem- 
ber of the work, and to whose volun- 
tary and ceaseless supervision, as well 
as his generous financial aid, much of 
the success of the enterprise, under 
God, is due. His personal experience 
alone has saved the work from ten to 
twenty thousand doilars, besides pre- 
serving it from mistakes and failures 
that otherwise would have been inevit- 
able, Our Father’s hand was very evi- 
dent even in the smallest details con- 
nected with the contracts. They were let 
out with much prayer, and bids were 


_ opened in His presence and looking 


to Him for His blessing. We found, 
to our surprise, that there was an: 
actual difference of forty thousand! 
dollars in the different estimates, and 
the lowest bids were much below our 
most sanguine expectations, 

So step by step we have been led in 
this building hitherto and now we 
place it at His feet, a memorial of His 
providence and grace and may well 
write upon it, ‘‘ Hitherto hath the 
Lord helped us.” On its corner-stone 
you will find a text inscribed which 
the Lord gave me seven years ago in 


the darkest and most trying hour of 


the work, when moving from place to. 
place, we were homeless wanderers. 
and only the truest hearts had the 
courage to remain in connection with. 
the work. Then it was that He sent 
to me, and repeated it again and again 
until it became written on my heart. 
as deeply as it is now engraven on. 
the corner stone, ‘‘I will ordain a. 
place for my people ‘srael, and I 
will plant them in their own place and 
they shall be removed no more, 
neither shall the children of wicked-. 
ness oppress them any more as at the 
beginning ; moreover the Lord will 
surely build thee a house.” He has 
planted us at length and built us, not. 


His mighty hands, without either 
wisdonmi or strength; carried by Him 
most of the time without knowing . 
our Way and glad to give Him all the 
glory. As showing the wisdom of His 
working. I may simply;call your atten- 
tion to the marvelous adaptation with 
which He has enabled us to put three 
buildings on these four city lots, with 
public accommodationfor an audience 
of twelve hundred persons and home 
accommodation for a College of over 
fitty students and a household of one 
hundred and twenty in Berachak 
Home, all provided with every neces- 
sary comfort and accommodation. 
The most inexperienced observer will 
be at once impressed with the fact 
that not a single inch of room has 
been wasted, and there is perhaps not 
another spot in the city where so 
much has been made of so little space, 
or any sacrifice of either light or air. 
Further I might say that our present 
buildings afford us more than twice 
the, accommodation that our three 
former buildings afforded, and yet at 
tiwo thirds the cost. The entire amount 
‘we hadinvested in the Madison Avenue 
Tahernacle,the 61st Street Homes and 
the 55th Street College reached almost: 
three hundred thousand dollars. The © 
present Tabernacle, College and Ber-- 
achah Home, all much superior in 
‘their adaptation and accommodations, . 
have cost vs less than two hundred’ 
‘thousand dollars. When we look back 
‘over seven or eight short years and. 
‘remember that little meeting of seven. 
or eight poor trusting children of God. 
‘in the upper room of West 13th Street, 
is it strange if with feelings too deep: 
even for tears we should say, ‘‘What: 
hath God wrought?’ and should place: 
at His feet as the rightful Owner, as a. 
work that has been so wholly His, the 
house that He has given us, and say 
with David ‘‘What are we that we: 
should be permitted to offer this to- 
the Lord, for Oh Lord, all things come. 
of Thee and of Thine own have we- 
but given Thee.” 

And now in conclusion, to each of . 
us is afforded the privilege of being a 
co-worker with God by adding our 
willing offering as God disposes our 
hearts. Surely itis a great privilege 
to possess even a little stone in such a 
house of Providence and Grace, and 
a spot henceforth that will be so close- 
ly linked with the most precious ex- 
‘periences and the mostenduring hopes. 
of everyone of us, And to His Name.

accommodating 2 students. and 
which was fully occupied through 
the winter. It was a year of new ex- 
periences, butalso a year of greater 
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blessings, than before, While for a 
season in the first year we had the 
earnest help of one of our devoted 
teachers, who lived in the Home in 
the spiritual oversight of the students, 
this year apart from our dear pastor, 
this part of the work was also under 
our care. Because of the constant 
pressure of time and the manifold 
duties otherwise, we always tried to 
put as little care of the College home 
work upon Dr. Simpson: as possible, 
and the Lord graciously gave wisdom, 
means, love and tact to enable us to 
do this from the beginning. 

Toward the close of the fourth ses- 
sion, it became evident that we were 
to move again, and as we felt the bur- 
den of moving so often and met with 
difficulties in finding houses to rent 
for such purposes, and large enough 
to accomodate the continuous increase 
of students, we asked the Lord to open 
some way to get a house of our own. 
In due time the way opened and the 
Home on 55th Street and Eighth Ave- 
nue was purchased. It was acommo- 
dious building,large enough to accom- 
modate thirty-five students. It was 
full the first and the second year, and 
the two years and a half spent in that 
home, were in many respects remark- 
able, and indeed blessed years. It 
was a beautiful place, and it was our 
own home in the Lord. lo this house 
the Lord visited the students and all 
the household twice, very graciously 
with the baptism of the Holy Ghost, 
the results of which were widespread 
blessing and are to this day filling the 
hearts of the students and others 
present at that time. 

With the purchase of the ground 
and building of the permanent Col- 
lege Home, it became necessary to 
dispose of the former property, in the 
selling of which the hand of the Lord 
was so wonderfully manifest, that I 
cannot pass it by unnoticed. It is 
usually far easier to buy than to sell 
property in this great city, especially 
when it is not very salable, as this 
was, because of its size for private 
family use, etc. As was the purchase 
two years before, so now was the sale 
of it definitely committed to the Lord. 
For seven months it was held for sale, 
almost without any prospect whatever, 
The time for moving into the new 
Home had come. and the other was 
not sold. The expense of holding a 
property like this one unoccupied is 
very heavy, and while the Lord won- 
derfully enabled his children to carry 
all the expenses of the Home through 
voluntary onerings of their own _pri- 


vate means and some other of God’s. 


people, the time was now come when 
the amount of interest, taxes, and 
part of the mortgage to be met at 
this time on a certain day in Novem- 
ber last. In the meantime we moved, 
opened this new building and colleys 





session. The other building was not 
sold, not occupied, and there was no 
money in the treasury to meet the 
eight thousand obligation due in two 
weeks, which after the said time the 
holder of the mortgage could fcrclose 
and would very probably have done 
so, and if it had been acted upon 
would have made one of God’s dear 
children the loser of five thousand 
dollars. These were solemn days, 
but we could dono more than trust 
Him, who bade go forward in His 
name. They that trust in the Lord 
shall be confounded. We proved this 
promise again in this transaction. We 
prayed, trusted? and knew deliverance 
must be nigh, for God had the matter 
in hand, and the need was pressing. 
At this time (only a few days before 
the appointed time for payment) there 
appeared a wealthy gentleman, a 
Stranger to us, quietly looked at the 
property for the first tume, and in less 
than thirty minutes made the purchase 
amounting to nearly fifty thousand 
dollars. The amount covered the 
mortgvge, interest, taxes, and every 
other claim, leaving a good balance 
as the Lord’s commission for selling 
it for us. He let us come to the water's 
edge before there was a sign of part- 
ing, but we went through on dryground, 
singing praise to His gveat name. 
Now, here we are in the name of the 
Lord, we believe it is the place or- 
dained for his people, where he hath 
planted them, and where they shall 
dwell in their plaee, and be moved no 
more, 1 Chronicle vii: 9, and if the 
Lord says to us, who have grown with 


and into this blessed work from the’ 


beginning, standing in its trials and 


sharing tn the blessings, *‘I have or- 


dained you for this place also, in which 
ye shall dwell, and he moved no more 
until I come to move you up higher,” 
we gay, Amen! even so come Lord 
Jesus.

One word more in regard to the 
spiritual training. As was said in the 
beginning one of the objects of the col- 
lege is a thorough spiritual training 
of the students. The Lord has shown 
us that the best, the safest, the surest 
and happiest way to see them well 
trained is to commit them unto His 
care and keeping as soon as they 
entor the College, walking before them 
as in the presence of God continually, 
and then see Him do all the training 
by the Holy Ghost in their hearts and 
lives. Our aim has always been to 
keep the home as free as possible 
from all institutional formalities and 
stiffness, make it as home-like in 
every sense of the word as it is prac- 
ticable. I believe the Lord has en- 
abled us to do this by his grace to 
some extent, so much so at least, 
that our students are not afraid to be 
free to us and among each other in 
our presence, but sing and play and 
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'-. shout and eat and drink, worship God 


and pray together, as if we were of 


one family, which we indeed are in 


the Lord. I venture to say to you 
dear friends, you never met a happier 
company of young people (for we are 
all young never to grow old) than we 
are in the College Home, and it is 
genuine happiness too, for it is the 


joy of the Lord in the soul, springing 


’ forth from hearts, whichare yielded up 
“to God to do His will and follow where- 


ever He leadeth. 
Very few of the students come to 


the College, who do not enter into a

Work of the Missionary Training | 
College. 





“BY MISS H. A. WATERBURY. 


_ The Missionary Training College 
ls a very precious part of this pre- 
cious work. When our dear pastor 
was called to enter into evangelistic 
work now about eight years ago, one 
of the burdens resting on his heart 
was the founding of an institution 
where there who desired to under- 
take mission work could find 
opportunity for the preparation so 
necessary before entering upon it. 
Like all of our work it is of course 
entirely unsectarian in its nature, 
and frequently the teachers do not 
become aware of the special church 
connection to which the students 
belong during their stay in the col- 
lege. 

It has not been desigued either 


‘aS @ means of instruction for our 


brothers only. In fact most of the 
dear ones who have come to us have 
been young girls whom the dear Lord 
has separated from other occupa- 
tions and surroundings, unto Him- 
self and His work. Neither has it 
been designed only for those who 
are contemplating service in the 
foreign field. Many Christians whose 
work lies among the destitute and 
lost of our own city and land have 
attended the lectures with as great 
earnestness as those whose eyes have 
been directed to the far-distant shores 
of heathendom. Many private Christ- 
ians also, who have not felt called 
into public service of any kind, have 
enjoyed the instruction given here, 
and it has ministered to their growth 
and se has contributed to the spread- 
ing of the truth in the quiet circles 
of usefulness to which they belong. 

The platform has been as broad as 
the New Testament andthere has 
been no small share of apostolic 
blessing resting npon the work. 

The Training College opened on 
the first Monday in October 1883, in 
the first floor of a building on Eighth 
Avenue just above 32nd St., where 
for a time it seemed as though the 
whole work would be permanently 


ocated, Affer a few weeks it was re-

moved to the second floor of the same 
building. This was its first change, 
but by no means its last, for the 
college has been abird of passage, 
and in its several flights has describ- 
ed acomplete circle around the 
city. Before Christmas time ‘it be- 
came appearant that this neighbor- 
hood was not to be the final resting 
place of the work,and another change 





“was made which transferred the col- 


legetothe Grand Opera Hall on 8th 
Ave. and 23d st. To accommodate it to 


.. its new position, screens and tempo- 
“:*Yary partitions had to be constructed. 
~- It is one of the pleasantest recollec- 


tions of those early days to recall the 
busy evenings in the hall at that time, 
where many willing hands were seen 
working with saw and plane and 
hammer and paste brush. The treas- 
ury was not well filled in those days 
and any alterations that- were neces- 
sary had to be done by volunteer 
work from the students. 
their honor that nosecond hint needed 
to be given, whether the requirement 
was a wall-map of the world, a board 
partition between class rooms, a set 
of rough desks, or a number of paper 
screens, Willing hearts have 
willing hands at their service. 

Before this first school year was 
completed our training college made 
a fourth move. Thetheatre on 238d st 
had been leased for the services of the 
Tabernacle and the college was trans- 
formed to the long room at the rear 
of the stage, and completed its first 
year’s course among the old ropes 
aud ladders,and stage trumpery of the 
theatre. It was a rough, unpainted, 


uncarpeted room and some of the . 


desks were improvised from the 
roughest kind of rough boards, but 
how the Lord did meet with those 
gatherings of the students. 

The second year the college gath- 
ered again in the 23d st. Tabernacle 
but this time in the large audience 
room of the building which may be 
called its fifth change. The instruc- 
tion proceeded quietly without inter- 
ruption duriug the whole ye r. The 
students were perhaps somewhat 


" more advanced this year than in the 


preceding and the blessing was as 
great. ‘Chis year our dear friends 
Mr. and Mrs. Schultz entered the 
college as students and did very cred- 
itable work indeed in their pase 
The Lord was already calling them 
to separate themselves unto this 
work, which as yet had no home pro- 
vided for the students. When there- 
fore in the fall of 1885 the college 
began its third term it was in a com- 
modious building on 20th st. west of 
9th Ave., and the students were

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‘boarded in the house the oversight of 


- which was undertaken by these dear 
friends. The- recitations were held

uildings would not hold the company. 
It has been a very quiet, simple work, 
but it has been multiplying, as we 
have already heard, in each instance 
by the hundreds and thousands who 
have been the fruit of the blessing. 
I am thinking now of many central 
points of Christian work where. hun- 
dreds are organized in various forms 
of testimony and service for Christ, 
all of which originated in one or two 
humble workers who went forth from 


power in one convention, all these 


- “there doors, a few years ago, with a 
new secret in their hearts and bodies, 
-.and have simply communicated it to 


those around them. It has not been 
our work, but the work of God's Holy 
Spirit, and we often can wonder that 
He should make so much of such 
simple agencies and such humble in- 
strumentalities. .Our hands have but 
scattered a few seeds, but they have 
been living seeds, and their fruit has 
been more than a hundredfold. 

I have already spoken of the pro- 
vidences of God in connection with 
the building fund of the Tabernacle. 
I feel also led to say a little for the 
encouragement of faith and prayer in 
connection with God’s leadings in the 
building of the Home. The false im- 
pression has been sometimes found to 
exist that back of this work there has 
been a great amount of wealth and 
financial strength. Like our churcb 
work, it has always been held in de- 
pendence on God, and usually it has 
involved much greater trials of faith 
and much narrower places than we 
have been called to pass through in 
connection with the Tabernacle. Be- 
fore the first Home was opened on 
Thirty-fourth Street the Lord led us 
to step out in faith without a dollar 
and announce the opening of such a 
Home ; and only after this was done, 
and afew weeks before the building 
was required to be opened, a gentle- 
man was lead to give two thousand. 
dollars, without our having spoken to 
him, for the renting and furnishing of 
that building. A lady who had heard 
about it, and had been healed, spoke 
to him about it, and he immediately 
offered to contribute this amount for 
the purpose. After the first year in 
ibis building God laid it upon my 
heart that He was to give us a build- 
ing especially for the work, and while 
I was praying alone about it, a gentle- 
man was led to speak to me of his 
desire to do something for this object, 
and this same gentleman a few days 
afterwards purchased for us, of his 
own free heart, our first’ Berachah 
Home on Twenty-third Street, contri- 
buting toit the sum of eight thousand 
dollars, which was sufficient to make 
the cash pay ment fer its purchase, and 
afterwards paying the interest upon 
the mortgage. 

The removal of the Tabernacle re- 
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_ quired us to remove the Home to the 


upper portion of the city. Our atten- 
tion was called to the Sixty-first Street 
houses as the only ones available for 
affording sufficient accommodation. 
To purchase these buildings required, 
however, the sum of at least 25,000 
dollarsin cash. All the money we had 
was the eight thousand dollars with 
which was bought the Twenty-third 
Street building. In the meantime, 
however. one of the lady-workers in 
the Home had been led by the Lord to 
invest a little money, which had been 
left her as her inheritance,in a number 
of lots in the upper part of the city, 
with the idea in her mind of holding 
this property for the erection of a per- 
manent Home. The location, how- 
ever, was found to be unsuitable at 
present, and it was dctermined to sell 
the property, and use the proceeds for 
the purchase of the Sixty-first Street 
Home. Now, to show the wonderful 
workings of God’s providence, I may 
say that, within one year which had 
elapsed since the purchase of that pro- 
perty, a sudden rise in values had 
occurred, in the providence of God, so 
that these lots, which had been pur- 
chased for less than thirty thousand 
dollars, were sold for more than forty- 
one thousand, making a clear gain of 
eleven thousand dollars in the single 
transaction, to which she was glad to 
add the six thousand she had invested 
in the property, making a total sum 
of seventeen thousand dollars, which, 
with the eight thousand already 
invested in Twenty-third Street, 
completed the twenty-five thousand 
dollars necessary for the purchase of 
the new Homes on Sixty-first Street, 
But to show more clearly still the 
steps of faith, it ought to be said that 
we were led to buythe Sixty-first Street 
houses in simple faith, and to enter 
into a contract tu pay the twenty-five 
thousand before the up-town lots were 
sold, or even the Twenty-third Street 
house, and that the sale of these pro- 
perties was effected, in the marked 
providence of God, within a single. 
week of closing the other transac- 


tion, so that we came out as narrowly | 


as it was possible for a financial trans- 
action to be carried through. So close 
was the sale of the Twerty-third 
Street property, that the gentleman 
actually closed the transaction in 
three days’ time—thirty days heing 
the usual period giyen for searching 
titles. Could we help feeling that God 
had put us into this place, and would 
surely bless us in it? And-so, indeed, 
He has. And now the time has come 
for entering our new and more per- 
manent Home by steppings just as 
difficult and as marked. He has led us 
so far. The financial story is one that 
can only be partiafly told; but never 
have I known én all God’s work, any- 
thing so difficult, so providential as

oS We come together this afternoon to 
-£s:lay our precious Home in dedication 


"at the Master's feet, and with very full 


oe . -hearts to ask for the cloud of His pres- 


. ence to evermore rest upon us, 
It seems a fitting time to glance at 
. the steppings of the past, and to gather 


~ “up all the threads and weave them to- 


' gether in loving remembrance of His 
aithfulness, . The beginning of this 
:- “work was in Thirty-fourth Street about 
seven years since. It continued there 
for one year and then moved to 328 W. 
Iwenty-third Slreet, where the name of 
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Berachah was first given to the work. 
We remained there two years and a 
half with much blessing. Our church 
moving to Forty-fifth Street made it 
necessary for the Home to be moved, 
and as the Lord seemed to be leading 
in enlarging the work, the property on 
Sixty-first Street and Park Avenue was 
purchased for the Home, and in that 
place our work was carried on with 
constant blessing and a full house of 
about forty guests for three years. And 
now at this time He has given us our 
lovely home on Forty-fourth Street, 
‘with accommodations for about one 
hundred and twenty guests, and every 
convenience for the work. 

Sume one may ask, what need is 
there for such a Home, and what is its 
legitimate place in the Church of 
Christ? 

1, Surely, if the Home is the mighti- 
est force in human society, and in the 
formation of character, the idea that 
underlies it stould be utilized in the 
Christian Church. Is there not an 
element of power in the intimacies 
and associations of daily contsct and 
communion, which when fully conse- 
crated and charged with the power of 
the Holy Spirit, must accomplish more 
than the more transitory influence of 
the public assembly. 

Too much has the church taken on 
the atmosphere of the school and the 
auditorium and too little that of the 
Home. There the soul comes once a 
week perhaps, and that often with 
little acquaintance with the preacher 
or the people. 

Here the influence is a daily one, a 
constant one, and the inmate grad- 
ually abserbs, almost insensibly, the 
spirit and atmosphere that is ever 
around him, while all the tender 
associations of Christian fellowship 
open the heart to receive the blessing, 
and the living touch of kindred hearts, 
makes eyery Divine reality seem more 
real and precious. Jndeed God seems 
never to have intended His church to 
lose this delightful feature of the 
home spirit and the home circle. 

The first picture we have of apos- 


_ tolic Christianity is a great household 


of faith and love. ‘‘ Breaking bread 
from house to house, they did eat 


their meat with gladness and single- 


ness of heart. praising God and having 
favor with all the people, and the 
Lord added to the church daily as 
should be saved.” *‘ The church in the 
house” was the usual description of 
the early congregation, and it was a 
much purer church than the church in 
ecclesiastical marbleand magnificence 

Berachah Home then is a humble 
attempt to consecrate the tender and 
holy intimacies and associations of 
Christian fellowship 

2, Itis a place of most precious in- 
struction. Many of those who come 
to us have had little opportunity for

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light.upon the deeper things of God 


in their homes. ae 
They are members, perhaps, of a 


_ cold and worldly church. Their pastor 


may be a preacher of dry theology, 
which many of us knew by exper- 
ience, is often the case, and never 
mentions sanctification or Divine 
healing, except to ridicule them, and 
warn his people against such errors. 
To such it is a great privilege to have 
a quiet resting place where they can 
come forcareful and thorough Biblical 
teaching in the things of the Spirit. 
We always urge our guests to quietly 
wait upon the Lord until they clearly 
see every stopping in the Word of 
God—if this is not done there is al- 
ways failure. 

This is a marked feature of our 
work, The daily Bible readings have 
been blessed to the quickening and 
consecration of many thousands, and 
the personal conversation of the pas- 
tor and workers with the perplexed 
and inquiring haye r moved ihe diffi- 
culties of years and sent many on 
their way with a new light upon their 
victorious and now happy life. 

3. It brings the guests into living 
contact with actual examples of the 
great truths and principles we are 
endeavoring to teach, and enables 
them to make this teaching real in 
the actual experience of daly life. 

Here the seeker after God not only 
obtains instruction in the truth, but 
is brought into actual contact with 
those who have passed through the 


very experiences he or she is passing - 


through, and these witnesses to God's 
power and grace, which are constantly 
met, become an inspiration to faith, 


an encouragement to hope, and a pat-- 


tern for imitation, which mere ab- 
stract teaching never could afford. 

And so these things grow real in the 
light of another’s victorious life, and 
the timid one is led to step out and 
follow on in the footsteps of the flock, 
that mark tne way the Shepherd 
leads. 

If the associations and examples of 
an earthly home have often Jed the 
young heart to emulate and follow the 
good and great, how much more may 
this not be the case in a household 
where Christ lives in the bodies and 
spirits of all the inmates. 

How often has it been true that the 
worldly and careless one has been Jed 
to a noble and consecrated life by see- 
ing the beauty of holiness in some 
other life, which often shines from 
the soul into the face, and the very 
countenance speaks for God ? 

And thls should be the power of 
such a Home as this, and we thank 
God that it has often proved so in this 
honse--that many have been won to 
long and seek for Christ’s full salva- 
tion, bv seeing this life of power mani- 
fested in those around them in the 
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_ . quick and victorious spirit, and m 
ile strength given to a frail body 
which evidently was from the 
- Lord, and not their own. Such lives 
-make others hungry (by even their 
‘unconscious influence) to know a per- 
‘sonal, living Christ. ; 
4th. It gives the opportunity for a 
- season of retirement from the ordinary 
‘routine and pressure of life, and a quiet 
- time of waiting upon God which can 
“perhaps be obtained in no other way. 
_. Life to most personsis such a routine 
of care and labor, and to many a rnsh 
_of business and occupation that the 
-gpirit becomes stunted and withered, 
and even the Christian worker may 
“get so absorbed and interested in his 
- ~work, that there is a lack of com- 
munion, and quiet waiting upon God 
‘for His voice in the soul, and almost 
-* unconsciously the work hecomes more 
sto them than Jesus ; and it is an un» 
speakable blessing to be able to come 
“apart and rest awhile in retirement 
- and undisturbed communion with 
‘God and His people. : 
Back of the Monastic life there lies, 


'. “ag there does back of every error, a 


- great truth ; namely, that we need re- 
' tirement and separation for a season 
« of communion with God. 

The error of the Monk is to make 
this the business of life. It should be 
the occasional break upon the long 

 youtine, the Sabbath, amid the week 
of duty and care. Such a Sabbath 
this blessed Home offers to the weary. 


Inviting the needy ones to come, and 
saying to the rushing throng, ‘‘come . 


‘apart and rest awhile.” 
 § Ithas proved many timesa source 
. Of salvation and the birthplace of souls. 
- Many tonging and seeking for healing 
’ here, have found that they must first

have come with Christian friends, al-

.. guests on their first arrival, to banish 
all thought of healing, and whether 
they should live or die, fix all their 
attention on becoming wholly the 
Lord’s. And then it was not hard to 
claim the healing too and it will come 
without much thought about it, There 
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is scarcely a section ot the globe where 
we cannot think of some who date 
a new era in their Christian life from 
some moment when under the roof of 
Berachah they have bowed in an ever- 
lasting consecration and risen from 
their knees eternally wedded to the 
Lord. May God more and more make 
it the glory of this Home of Blessing, 
that it is the Porier’s Lodge on the 
Highway of Holiness along which the 
ransomed of the Lord shall come to 
Zion with songs and everlasting joy 
upon their heads. 

7. And this has been indeed a Home 
of Healing. Here many a suffering 
body has come to find Christ, the Great 
Physician, and the all sufficient Life; 
tired women whose life was a burden, 
but is now a ceaseless joy, worn out 
ministers whose voices now never 
cease to tell the glad story of their 
emancipation, and minds brought 
back from darkness. insanity and 
despair. 

Tre value of a Home like this in 
connection with the work of Divine 
Healing can only be fully appreciated 
by those who have experienced the 
difficulties of that work. Most of those 
who come seeking health are at first 
very imperfectly prepared to receive 
it. They need much calm and patient 
teaching, and many of them absorb it 
slowly, so that there is much need of 
such a place of rest and instruction, 
where their minds and hearts may be 
gently and fully prepared to take the 
Lord in deliberate, intelligent and full 
committal. 

While we would not uuduly mag- 
nify the importance of physical heal- 
ing, yet surely it is no small service 
for Christ to maintain in this day of 
materialism and unbelief, in the face 
of a proud and sceptical church and 
world¢a living monument that God is 
real and almighty, and Jesus Christ 
the sameyesterday,to-day and forever. 

8th. But, perhaps, the last and most 
blessed of all the issues that have 


. sprung from this work, has been the 


multiplied work for God which has 
been inaugurated by those that have 
come from its gates with new life in 
both soul and body, and Christ en- 
throned withim as Lord of all. 

It is simply wonderful how God has 
multiplied this seed sown, into har- 
vests like Lebanon. One sister re- 
furns to her home in a New England 
town, and, lo! a whole state is alive 
with a, new crusade. Another goes 
forth to a Western city, and, lo! a 
great chain of Christian work is the 
result, with boundless possibilities and 
Pee ; 

A brother returns to a Canadian city 
with the blessing he has received with- 
in its walls, and lo, the whole Domin- 
jon is awakening to the fourfuid Gos- 
pel, and nearly a thousand members 
already are enrolled in the Christian 





Alliance in these provinces, while 
hundreds have been healed as the re- 


result of his testimony. These are but. 


ramples of the issues that often spring 
from a single root of blessing, and 
they have been repeated in numerous 
other instances, and hundreds of cen- 
tres of Christian work and power all 
over the land. It is the little streamlet 
of Ezekiel’s vision, at first only trick- 
ling from the sanctuary, but deepening 
and proadening until we become lost 
mi the flood that bears us along, and 
waters the trees of life and healing, 
that grow on all its banks. Oh, may 
God grant that everyone who shall go 
forth from the new Berachah may 
indeed be multiplied by thousands, 
through his or her life work until the 
blessing of this work shall reach all 
over the land and the world. 

Significantly the name Berachah, 
means ‘*‘ The Valley of Blessing,” and 
the associations of its origin suggests 
the idea of praise and blessing ascribed 
to God in the spirit of faith before 
the evidences of blessings appear. 
May such be ever the spirit of this 
work. Let the atmosphere of joy and 
gladness ever be the light and warmth 
and glory ofits chambers, Let every 

romise be claimed in faith and ac- 

nowledged in praise before it comes. 

And let us begin to-day to praise 
Him for the blessings which we are 
invoking upon this, dear Home and 
which are coming and shall come until 
there shall not be room to receive them. 

Praise to His dear name for all the 
goodness of these past years. 

Praise for the living seals of this 
blessed work in all the places where 
they are remembering us to-day. 

Praise for the dear friends that He 
has raised up for us on every side. 

Praise for the firey darts and bitter 
blasts from the enemies that have only 
drawn us nearer to His side. Praisé 
far the new Home He has given us. 
Praise for the difficult path through 
which He has brought us that He 
might magnify His help and deliver- 
ance the more. 

Praise for the dear company of His 
Saints, who have formed the first 
happy household and amid whose 
prayers and loving co-operation we 
are dedicating it to God to-day. 

Praise for the means He has begun 
to give, and we trust will fully com- 
plete to redeem if from all debt and 
make it wholly His, 

Praise for the souls that have al- 
ready been sanctified and healed while 
within its walls this blessed week. 

Praise for those who are yet to be 
saved and sanctified and healed be- 
neath its roof.
